Dr.

Describes 
Several 
Side Trips Taken Through 
Syria. 


Duricg the last week we havebteE 
visiting 
points 
of historic 
interest 
along the Lebanon rargeof mountains 
in Syria, 
Damascus, one of the most important 
cities of antiquity, is an exception to 
many of its contemporaries. 
It is not 
:ying in ruins like many of its neigh­ 
bors. 
It is a live, growing citv toda> 
of 250 000 inhabitant:-, 
it is not built 
on a mountain top like «most of its 
rivals, but in an open plain east of the 
Lebanon mountains. 
It was a walled 
city, but sits walls have been turned 
into dwellings, and but few remains of 
them are not ¡cable today. 
Its best defence against the invading 
armies, was the great desert of Arabia 
on the south and east, and the almost 
impassable mountains of Lebanon on 
the north 
and west, 
Damascus is 
claimed by some to be the oldest city 
in the world. 
Josephus makes it even 
older than Abraham. Tradition makes 
It the birth-place of the human race, 
and the scene of the original Paracise. 
Even Shakespeare 
in his drama of 
Henry the Sixth, alludes to Damascus 
as the sc ne of the murder of Abel. 
“ Nay, stand thou back, 
1 wl’.l not budge a foot; 
This he Damascus, be thou ('ain 
To siay thy brother Abel, if thou will.’’ 
The fame of Damascus begins with 
the earliest patriarchs, and continues 
to modern times. 
It was founded be­ 
fore Baaibe* and 1 almyra, and has 
outlived them both. Babylon is a heap 
in the desert, Tyre a ruin on the coast, 
while Damascus remains what it was 
called in the prophecy of Isaah — “ The 
head of Syria.” 
Abraham’s faithful 
steward was “ Eliezer of Damascus.” 
In the rescue of Lot, Abraham pur­ 
sued the enemy even unto “ Nobab, 
which ison the left hand of Damascus.” 
Durirg the flourishing period of the 
Jewish monarchy, David sent a garri­ 
son of soldiers to Damascus. 
I Chron. 
18:5-6: 
“ And when the Syrians of 
Damascus came to help Hadarezer 
King of ZoDah, 
David slew of the 
Syrians two and twenty thou:?and men. 
Then David put garrisons in Syria- 
Damascus,, and the Syrians became 
David’s servants, and brought gifts. 
And David took the shields of gold 
that were on the servants of Hadare- 
zer, and brought them to Jerusalem.” 
“ Afterwards Hezon, the son of Eli- 
adah became captain over a band, and 
recovered Damascus, and was a trouble­ 
some adversary of Israel all the days 
of Solomon,” 
The history of Naaman and the He­ 
brew captive is connected with Damas­ 
cus, and the house in which he lived is 
still pointed out to the traveller and is 
now a hospital for lepers. 
The rivers 
Dharperand Abana whose fresh waters 
he much preferred to the Jordan are 
still here. 
Along the eastern elope of 
Mt. Hermon we watered our horses in 
the head waters of the Pharper. 
This 
stream rune east through the piain 
south of Damascus and is finally lost in 
the desert-lakos. 
Among the rocks 
and brushwood at the base of the Anti- 
Lebanon range rises another copious 
and pirennial stream which the Green 
writers called Chrysorrhoas—the river 
of gold. 
This is the famous Abana. 
which is the life and treasure of Dam­ 
ascus. It.- inexhaustable supplies comes 
cool and fresh from the melting snows 
of the Lebanon mountains. 
It plunges 
in a swift torrent thru the mountain 
gorges, making sweet music in the ears 
of one who was reared among the 
mountain streams of Pennsylvania. As 
soon as it reaches the plain, it is drawn 
out, by artificial means, into numer­ 
ous water-courses and irrigating ditch­ 
es in eyery direction. For miles around 
j it is a wilderness of frt it-gardens, and 
gardens with roses among the tangled 
]shrubbery. 
j 
Everywhere 
among the trees the 
raurmer of unseen rivulets is heard. 
Even in the city, which is in the midst 
of a spacious grove of Pomegranets, 
j figs. olives, dates, and oranges, the 
clear rushing current is a perpetual 
refreshment 
and 
delight. 
Every 
j dwelling has its fountain and at night 
; when the sun has set behind Mt. 
Le­ 
banon. the lights of the city]*are seen 
I flashing on the waters. 
It is no wonder that the sons of the 
desert coming from the sandy wa-tes 
should look upon Damascus as a veri­ 
ta b le Paradise. 
The first view of the 
town from one of the overhanging 
ridges is like a vision of earthly spit o- 
] dor. 
Marble minarets, domes glitter­ 
ing with the crescent, massive towers, 
and terraces of level roofs rise out of a 
sea of foliage, marking it, as the peo­ 
ple love to say, “ A pearl set in Em er­ 
alds." 
But it is none of these physical 
{ attractions that draws the Christian 
traveler to this ancient city today, 
It 
; is chiefly because it was the scene of 
■ Saul’s conversion. 
Wo visited, first of 
a.i, the supposed residence of Judas, 
on 
the 
“ street 
which 
is 
called 
Straight.” 
Mark the 
language of 
; Scripture, it is not -aid that the street 
% was absolutely, -triaght but was the 


ison with other streets it is straight. 
,t is the longest street in the city, ar d 
for a mile or more in length it has but 
a few flight curves. 
The house of 
Judas is about midway east and west 
on this street. 
It is now used as a 
orayer house for the Mohammedans. 
When we looked in thru the broad 
open door, we saw a Mohammedan on 
his knees engaged in worship. 
W e 
could see about ail there was to see 
without going in. 
Besides, it is nec­ 
essary to take off your shoes or put on 
an over slipper, before entering a Mo. 
hammedan mosque. 
Upon entering 
some of the more important mosques 
in Egypt and Palestine, we were pro­ 
vided with overslippers—placed on our 
feet by the door-keeper, and when we 
came out they always collected some 
“ backsheesh.” 
W e also visited the houso of Ananias 
in the western part of the city, which 
is called the Christian quarter. 
W e 
passed 
into 
this 
house 
without 
eneouuntering any guards and were 
directed to a basement, where 
we 
found on the walls several beautiful 
pictures of Paul’s conversion, contain­ 
ing portraits of Saul, Ananias and 
Judas. 
On the following day our drag­ 
oman took us to the place where Paul 
was let down in a ba-aret over tne wall. 
It would not be a difficult matter now 
to let a man down from one of the win­ 
dows of a house built on the wall, as 
was probably the cast* then. 
In the Christian quarter there still 
remain traces of the horrible massacre 
of 1860 A. D. 
The churches, which 
were then destroyed have been rebuilt. 
On that terrible ninth of July at sunset 
the whole Christian quarter wa.-, in 
flames, the water «supply was cut off 
and miserable thousands were hemmed 
in by a hopeless enclosure of fire and 
sti el. 
Thousands rushed to the room« 
of the British Consulate for protection. 
As night advanced fresh hordes of 
marauders—Kurds, 
Arabs, Druzc 
ent< red the city and swelled the furious 
mob of fanatics, who now, glutted with 
spoil, began to cry out for blood. 
The 
dreadful massacre then began. 
All 
through that awful night »and 
the 
whole of the following day the pitiless 
slaughter went on. 
The streets were 
choked with the slain. 
Abdel Kader 
alone stood between the living and the 
dead. 
His house was filled with hun­ 
dreds of fugitives, European consuls 
and native Christians. 
Furious at be­ 
ing thus balked of thoir prey, the mob 
advanced, declaring they would kill all 
of them. 
Being informed of the movemer t, 
this hero cooly ordered his horse to no 
saddled, put on his cuirass and helmet, 
and mounting, drew his sword. 
His 
faithful followers formed around him, 
brave remnant of hie old guard, com­ 
rades in many a well fought field. 
The fanatic- came on. 
Singly ard 
alone he- charged into the midst of 
them. 
“ Wretches! " he exclaimed, “ is 
this the way*you honor the Prophet? 
May his curses be upon you! 
Shame 
upon you, shame! 
You will yet live to 
repent. 
The day of retribution will 
come. 
The Franks will yet turn your 
mo-ques into churches. 
Not a Chris­ 
tian will I give up. 
They are my 
brothers. 
Stand back, or I will give 
my men the order to fire. 
’’The crowd 
dispersed. 
Not a man in that Moslem 
throng dared to raise his voice or lift 
an arm against this illustrious cham­ 
pion of religious liberty. 
French and English squadrons were 
'scon dispatched to Beyrout and the 
French standard was .-oon planted on 
the soil of Syria. 
The result was that Aehmed Pasha, 
the governor and military commander 
of Damascus, was convicted of coward* 
ice and gross dereliction of duty and 
was shot. 
Three Turkish officers and 
one hundred and seventeen police offi­ 
cers met with the same fate. Four hun­ 
dred of the lower orders were condemn­ 
ed to imprisonment and exile. 
Of the 
prominent citizens fifty were hanged. 
Two hundred thousand pounds was im­ 
posed on the city for damages. 
This wa- too light a penalty for the 
wholesale destruction of life and prop­ 
erty—for the inhuman, Yavage and 
cold-blooded massacre of 6,000 inoffen­ 
sive people who possessed no arms 
whatever, and of entailing upon the 
Christian community a loss of, at least, 
two million pound- -terdng. 
The American Consul told us the oth­ 
er day that there i- now danger of ser­ 
ious unpleasantness between thi United 
States and the Turkish government in 
regard to some more recent outrage. 
The Sultan ha-* repeatedly refused 
pay an indemnity of one hundred thou­ 
sand dollars for the destruction of mis­ 
sionary property, and it is proposed 
to send a few of our war vessels to the 
coast of A.-ia Minor to hasten the col­ 
lection of this claim. 
It will not be 
necessary to fire a -hot, but simply to 
anchor in the port of Smyrna—and seed 
an officer on board to make collection. 
The Turkish soldiers arc poorly paid, 
scantily 
fed and shabbily 
clothed. 
Many of them have ho!e0 and patches 
on their breeches. 
We are told the 
officers get all the pay and the private 
soldier gets nothing but a -canty liv­ 
ing. Such half-fed menjwould not be 
very formidable in the presence of our 
American soldiery. 
They have exten­ 
sive barracks at Damascus, and about 
5,000 soldiers in garrison. 
At. Jerusa­ 
lem and Beyrout they have about 3 


battalions marching in Jerusalem and 
Damascus with banners 
and 
brass 
bands. 
Our judgment is that tho col­ 
ored regiments of America would be 
more than a match for these dusky 
sons of the desert. 
W e have been obliged to have our 
passports vised by the Turkish Consuls 
in Egypt and Palestine at considerable 
expense. We are obliged to show them 
upon the arrival and departure from 
every city and village. 
It is simply a 
si'btmc to wring money from the trav 
clcr.
